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• Trouble may occur when the graphics 
controller is accessed after it has 
transited to state D3. 
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No troubles occur even if the 
graphics controller is accessed. 
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Set the graphics controller into D3 bypass mode 
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Set the sound controller into D3 bypass mode 
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• The graphics controller does 
, not transit to state D3. 
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• The sound controller does not 
transit to state D3. 
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
